It is the intention of the board to provide everything 
necessary for teachers and pupils, and to have the school- 
rooms neat and in good repair. When we fail in this, we 
hope parents, teachers and pupils will give us no peace 
until they are fully supplied. We judge the real value of a 
school, partly by the quantity of chalk, paper and pencils 
used (not wasted). 

At the last meeting, it was voted to build a fence 
around the school lot at No. 1, but being short of funds, ~ 
it has not been done; the house also needs painting very 
much, and we would ask for $50 to do this work. No 
other repairs are necessary at this time, excepting the 
house at No. 3, South village. This house is in a very 
dilapidated condition, and utterly unfit for school pur- 
poses. What shall be done about it? 

With the exception of two terms, the board has been 
very well satisfied with the schools the past year. It has 
been our policy to retain the same teacher in a school as 
long as good work was done, and it is in those schools 
that the most improvement has been made. We cannot 
speak too highly of the work of Miss McKinley, Miss 
Butterfield, Miss Craigue and Mrs. Dixon. Mr. Ford at 
No. 9 seems to be the right man in the right place. 

In some schools the attendance has not been as regular 
as could be desired, and we ask.the parents to aid us in | 
correcting this evil. There are also too many cases of tar- 
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diness. One teacher reports 115 in one term. We cannot 
commence too soon to teach our children promptness and 
punctuality. We should make them feel that attending 
school is a matter of business and not a way to pass the 
time when they have nothing else to do. 

To maintain thirty weeks’ school the coming year will 
require about the same money as for the year past, and 
we recommend the district to raise the same amount as 
last year, $300 additional. 

We wish to thank everyone who has in any way, by 
deed, word or silence, contributed in the slightest degree 
to the success of the schools in the past, and ask their 
continued support and more of it. Remember, we can’t 
please everybody, but we will please as many as we can.
